4.  As  to  the  public  comment  portion  of  the  meeting,  all  persons  recognized  to  speak  may  speak 
once  for  a  maximum  of  five  minutes. 

5.  Any  speaker  who  exceeds  these  time  limits  shall  be  ruled  out  of  order  and  subject  to  removal. 
Each  five  minute  period  is  personal  to  each  speaker  and  made  not  be  ceded  to  another 
person. 

6.  No  profanity  shall  be  permitted.  Any  person  who  uses  profanity  may  be  ruled  out  of  order 
and  subject  to  removal. 

7.  Questions  or  comments  of  the  public  should  be  directed  to  the  Chair.  If  appropriate,  the 
Chairperson  may  direct  and  recognize  a  staff  employee  or  professional  of  the  Township  to 
respond.  The  Chair  may  request  that  any  question  asked  of  the  Township  Committee  or  its 
staff  or  professionals  which,  due  to  its  complexity  or  need  for  research  or  factual 
investigation  cannot  be  answered  immediately,  be  placed  in  writing  by  the  inquirer  and 
directed  to  the  appropriate  Township  official  and  that  an  answer  be  provided  to  the  inquirer 
as  soon  as  possible. 

8.  Any  of  these  Standing  Rules  may  be  suspended  for  a  particular  matter  by  vote  of  a  majority 
of  the  Township  Committee  present  at  the  meeting. 

9.  As  to  Township  Committee  meetings,  members  or  invited  guests  may  participate  via 
conference  call  video  conference  or  skype.  Members  of  the  Township  Committee  are 
permitted  to  vote  via  these  telecommunications  capabilities.

NOW,  THEREFORE,  BE  IT  RESOLVED  by  the  Governing  Body  of  the  Township  of  Middletown, 
County  of  Monmouth,  State  of  New  Jersey,  that  the  property  taxes  shall  be  due  and  payable  quarterly  on 
February  1st,  May  1st,  August  1st  and  November  1st  for  the  year  2019,  with  a  ten  day  grace  period,  after  which 
dates,  if  unpaid,  shall  become  delinquent,  with  interest  charges  as  set  for  below  and  reverting  back  to  the  due 
date  on  any  quarterly  installment  of  taxes.  The  Tax  Collector  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  charge, 
subject  to  any  abatement  or  discount  for  the  late  payment  of  taxes  as  provided  by  law:

WHEREAS,  the  Township  Committee  of  the  Township  of  Middletown 
(“Township”)  serves  as  the  governing  body  for  the  Township  of  Middletown,  a  municipal 
corporation  of  the  State  of  New  Jersey,  in  the  County  of  Monmouth,  State  of  New  Jersey; 
and 


WHEREAS,  the  Middletown  Township  Board  of  Education  (“MTBOE”)  is  a 
body  politic  of  the  State  of  New  Jersey,  and  a  public  school  district  serving  students  in 
grades  pre-Kindergarten  through  twelve  (12)  from  the  Township  of  Middletown,  in  the 
County  of  Monmouth,  State  of  New  Jersey;  and 

WHEREAS,  on  January  18,  2012,  the  MTBOE  adopted  a  resolution  moving  its 
annual  school  election  from  the  April  annual  school  election  to  the  November  general 
election,  pursuant  to  N.J.S.A.  19:60-1.1;  and 

WHEREAS,  based  upon  this  action,  from  2012  to  2018,  candidates  for  the 
MTBOE  have  been  elected  in  the  November  general  election;  and 

WHEREAS,  based  upon  this  action,  the  MTBOE  is  exempt  from  voter  approval 
of  its  increases  to  the  general  tax  fund  levy,  pursuant  to  N.J.S.A.  19:60-1. 1(a)(2), 
whereas,  returning  school  board  elections  to  April  provides  voters  with  a  greater  voice  on 
a  majority  of  their  property  tax  bill;  and 

WHEREAS,  approximately  65%  of  Middletown’s  property  tax  levy  is  allocated 
to  the  MTBOE  with  no  refunds  being  provided  when  tax  appeal  judgments  are  rendered; 
and 


WHEREAS,  the  Township  finds  that  by  holding  the  annual  school  election 
during  the  November  general  election,  school  board  candidates  and  education  issues  have 
become  overshadowed  by  the  concurrent  elections  for  federal,  state,  county,  and 
municipal  offices,  and  that  partisan  politics  have  become  inserted  into  the  election  of 
school  board  members,  contrary  to  the  intended  structure  of  a  school  board  as  a  non¬ 
partisan  body;  and 

WHEREAS,  pursuant  to  N.J.S.A.  19:60-1. 1(b)(1),  the  Township  Committee  of 
the  Township  of  Middletown,  as  the  governing  body  of  the  municipality  constituting  the 
MTBOE,  is  authorized  to  return  the  annual  school  election  from  the  November  general 


election  to  the  third  Tuesday  in  April,  commonly  known  as  the  April  annual  school 
election;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  Township  provided  adequate  notice  of  the  meeting  at  which  this 
resolution  has  been  considered,  including  a  copy  of  this  proposed  resolution,  to  the 
Secretary  of  the  MTBOE,  in  accordance  with  N.J.S.A.  19:60-1. 1(b)(1). 

NOW,  THEREFORE,  BE  IT  RESOLVED  by  the  Township  Committee  of  the 
Township  of  Middletown  in  the  County  of  Monmouth,  State  of  New  Jersey,  as  follows: 

1.  The  Township  Committee  of  the  Township  of  Middletown  hereby  moves  the  date 
of  the  annual  school  election  for  the  Middletown  Township  Board  of  Education 
from  the  November  general  election  to  the  April  annual  school  election,  to  be  held 
on  the  third  Tuesday  in  April,  in  accordance  with  law  as  set  forth  above  as  if 
adopted  at  length  herein. 

2.  This  resolution  shall  be  effective  in  moving  the  2019  annual  school  election  for 
the  Middletown  Township  Board  of  Education  from  the  general  election  to  be 
held  on  November  5,  2019  to  the  April  annual  school  election  to  be  held  on  April 
16,  2019. 

3.  The  Township  Clerk  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  transmit  a  certified  copy 
of  this  resolution  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Middletown  Township  Board  of 
Education,  Monmouth  County  Clerk,  Monmouth  County  Board  of  Elections, 
Monmouth  County  Superintendent  of  Elections,  the  New  Jersey  Department  of 
State,  Division  of  Elections,  the  Monmouth  County  Executive  County 
Superintendent,  and  the  New  Jersey  Department  of  Community  Affairs,  Division 
of  Local  Government  Services.
